Creating a better place to live 

Residents will see their 
local leisure centre getting a 
major health kick thanks to 
the signing of a new leisure 
management contract. 

The 25-year deal with 
GLL, the Council’s leisure 
services provider, will see one 
of Waltham Forest’s leisure 
centres completely rebuilt, one 
thoroughly overhauled and the 
remaining three refurbished as 
part of the exciting new deal. 

Major changes include a new 
and improved Waltham Forest 
Pool and Track, which will include 
a climbing wall, two new five-a- 
side football pitches and an array 
of fantastic new kids’ facilities. 

The swimming pool, diving zone, 
gym and athletics track will all 
be refurbished. 

Cathall Leisure Centre, 
meanwhile, is set to be 
extended and refurbished, with 
a new sports hall, larger fitness 
suite, new studio and ICT suite. 
Elsewhere, Leyton Leisure 
Lagoon will be refurbished 
and improved while both 
Larkswood Leisure Centre 
and Kelmscott Leisure Centre 
will also be refitted. 


Chris Robbins, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, told 
Waltham Forest News: “This is 
a fantastic result for local people 
and it seems very fitting that 
we’re making this announcement 
during the Olympic Year. 

“This new contract shows 
how we can still get a great 
deal for our residents even in a 
bad economy. The facilities will 
be better than ever before, and 
there’ll also be some exciting 
new additions. 


“Providing better leisure 
opportunities for our residents 
is a key part of our regeneration 
plan, along with improving 
the streets and bringing in 
higher-quality shops. This is 
the latest major leisure boost 
we’ve been able to secure 
for our borough. When you 
combine it with the multi-million 
pound refurbishment of the 
William Morris Gallery; the 
complete redevelopment of 
Lloyd Park and the injection 


of Olympic funding into our 
green spaces, our residents truly 
have a lot to be excited about 
when it comes to spending their 
free time in Waltham Forest.”

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Weekly brown bin 
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In my opinion 


Lyn Brooks 

Resident, Walthamstow 
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I’m a retired train driver 
and live in Walthamstow. 
Last year I successfully 
quit smoking and I want 
to share my story and 
hopefully inspire anyone 
who wants to quit this No 
Smoking Day. 

I haven’t smoked since 21 January 2011-1 remember 
the date! I tried to stop smoking lots of times before but 
never managed it, even when I was diagnosed with lung 
disease. Then I got pneumonia in 2010 and was very ill, 
but I still kept smoking when I left hospital. 

My sister and her daughter were so shocked at 
how ill I’d been that they went to the Stop Smoking 
Service. I thought: ‘if they can do it, I should too’. 

I made a few enquiries and joined a stop smoking 
group. It was just round the corner from my house 
so it was really handy. It was very relaxed and 
I met a good group of people. I was impressed 
with the whole thing and felt really hopeful I would 
quit for good. 

I used patches and an inhalator, and we dumped all 
our smoking paraphernalia. I was surprised how easy 
it was to give up this time round. 

Quitting as part of a group really worked for me - 
I don’t think I would have done it on my own. I was 
amazed how quickly I felt so much better, and my lung 
condition is under control now. My wife gave up smoking 
many years ago and she’s relieved I’ve quit too. 

No Smoking Day takes place on Wednesday 14 
March and over a million smokers are likely to try and 
quit starting on this day. 

If you want to quit smoking and feel spurred on by 
No Smoking Day, I would recommend talking to the 
Stop Smoking Service. It made all the difference to me.

Whenever you 
want to quit, contact the Stop Smoking 
service on 020 8276 7158 for support, 
or ask your local pharmacist or GP.

The Council has worked to make £45.7 million savings between 2011 and 2013 

Making savings 

• Council on track to deliver £45.7 million savings between 2011 and 2013 

• Four-year budget strategy based on biggest ever conversation with residents in 2010 


Last March the Council 
agreed a budget containing 
the biggest package of 
savings it ever had to 
introduce in Waltham 
Forest. 

Like many ordinary people 
living in the borough the 
Council has felt the effects of 
government spending cuts 
and regrettably there have 
been jobs cuts, changes to 
much-respected services and 
the loss of facilities like the 
Council’s one-stop shops. 

The Council has had to 
make savings across the 
board, but made a strong 
commitment to protect 
and invest in services 
residents rely on. 

Over the past year the 
Council has lowered costs 
by cutting Councillors’ pay 
by five per cent saving 


£372,000 a year. All Council 
staff have had their pay 
frozen for another year and 
the Chief Executive’s salary 
has been cut by 10 per cent 
since 2010. 

The number of Cabinet 
Members has been reduced, 
the number of Council 
meetings has been cut and 
almost £2 million will be saved 
on staff terms and conditions. 

The Council is saving 
almost £850,000 by using 
less buildings and moving 
staff out of Silver Birch House 
in Walthamstow and into 
other existing offices. The 
Council’s one-stop shops 
were also closed, with their 
services being provided in 
libraries instead. 

But most of the Council’s 
budget is spent on social care 
for children and adults, so 


in every area the Council is 
trying to be more efficient and 
sharing services with other 
Councils rather than target 
front line services. 

The savings made so far 
were possible because the 
Council got to work early when 
government spending cuts 
were first announced in 2010. 

Because of the 
unprecedented scale of 
the cuts the Council asked 
residents for their views in the 
Make it Count conversation 
in October 2010. 

Residents’ top priorities 
were community safety, clean 
streets and making sure that 
every penny of Council money 
is spent wisely. These priorities 
are reflected in the investments 
made in the budget and in the 
decisions made about where 
to save money. 


Waltham Forest Council 
Leader, Chris Robbins, told 
Waltham Forest News: 

“Over the past two years 
we’ve been forced to make 
some really tough decisions 
to protect the services people 
said are most important. 

“But the truth is we had to 
look at extensive savings across 
all services and take decisions 
on where our limited money 
can be spent. Where we have 
had to cut services we will 
ensure the money we spend is 
focussed on the priorities you 
have said are most important.”

Maintaining services 


• Careful spending allows Council to invest in services residents’ value most 

• Extra cash made available for regeneration, tackling unemployment and more 



Last year extra money was invested in clearing filthy front gardens. 
Hundreds of gardens were tidied up with the owners made to pay 
for the clearances 


Additional money will be made available in 2012/13 for: 

• School investment - £1 million over two years 

• Tackling unemployment - £125,000. 

• Schools Open for Summer and Summer University - £130,000. 

• Food and garden waste weekly collections - £350,000. 

• Washing pavements in town centres - £25,000. 

• Implementing a zero tolerance approach to anti-social 
behaviour in public places - £106,000. 

• Activities for over 60s - £50,000. 

• Free swimming year round and swimming lessons 
for under 18s - £180,000. 


Despite having to find 
savings of over £65 million 
by 2015, Waltham Forest 
Council has set aside 
additional funding for 
a number of important 
projects and services and 
has also frozen Council Tax 
for the fourth year running. 

Last year the Council 
invested extra cash in 
additional police officers, 
more street cleansing, anti¬ 
gangs work, cleaning up 
filthy front gardens, opening 
schools for summer, free 


activities for under 17s and 
over 60s and extra recycling. 

These investments have 
already paid dividends with 
the Council’s gangs’ project 
receiving national recognition 
and helping tackle gang 
membership head-on, 
recycling rates improving and 
over 3,500 young people 
taking part in free and low 
cost activities in the schools 
open for summer and summer 
university schemes in 2011. 

This year the Council will 
invest extra money in tackling 


unemployment, school 
improvement, regeneration 
of town centres, extending 
the schools open for summer 
and summer university 
programmes, weekly 
collection of garden and food 
waste, intensive cleaning 
of pavements in town 
centres, implementing a zero 
tolerance approach to anti¬ 
social behaviour, activities for 
retired people, free swimming 
for under 18s and subsidised 
swimming lessons. 

Many of these work hand 


in hand, with regeneration, 
tackling unemployment 
and cleaning up streets 
working together to improve 
the look and feel of the area 
and encourage businesses 
to invest long-term in the 
borough.

Leader’s view

Last week the Council 
agreed its budget for 
next year. While times 
are still testing for the 
Council and residents 
alike, we have set 
a course of action 
which will provide 
Waltham Forest with 
financial stability for 
the coming years. 

Council Tax has been frozen for the fourth 
consecutive year and we have met our financial 
challenges to deliver a balanced, legal budget. 

Although in the past year the Council has found 
solutions to the toughest cuts ever, we will continue to 
protect and invest in the services you value the most. 
Where we have to make cuts we will ensure the money 
we do spend is focused on the services you have told 
us are most important. 

While some of the decisions we have had to make 
have been difficult, we know residents have got it 
tough and we need to look at how services can 
support them. 

In the past year we have continued to invest in 
community safety, fund extra police officers and 
provide nearly £1 million a year for our anti-gangs 
strategy. There has also been additional money for 
recycling and activities for young people over the 
school summer holidays. 

Our plans for the next year include tackling 
unemployment levels - particularly among young 
people - providing a higher level of town centre 
cleanliness and improving recycling schemes. We will 
also continue to fund extra street cleaners and support 
the Dirty Front Gardens project. 

We will open 50 schools during the summer to offer 
a wide range of activities for young people, providing a 
safe place for them and relieving families of the heavy 
financial commitment of the holidays. 

The regeneration of Leyton through the Olympics 
has been amazing and regeneration plans for 
Walthamstow Town Centre are already being put into 
effect. Other areas in the borough will also be given 
a new lease of life - including plans for Chingford. 

I feel strongly that it is part of our job to raise the 
morale of residents, to make them feel happy in the 
community and improve their quality of life. We have 
a brilliant year ahead which sees not only the 
Olympics but also the Queen’s Jubilee to mark and 
celebrate. Throughout the gloom there is much to 
look forward to and the Council is going to try to help 
make this a brilliant year.

How we’re making every penny count 

Waltham Forest Council has five key priorities to help improve the lives of residents. In this 
edition we look at what is being done to drive down costs and make every penny count. 


Even before the full extent 
of the Government’s cuts 
were known, Waltham 
Forest started working out 
an ambitious programme 
of savings. This approach 
meant the cuts, when 
announced, were not a 
surprise and that knee- 
jerk last-minute savings 
did not have to be found. 

A careful, measured 
approach to the Council’s 
budgeting process has 
continued, with the Council 
now on track to deliver 
£45.7million worth of savings 
over the next two years. 

Given the breadth and 
depth of the cuts, the Council 
has always been frank with 
residents that no area would 
remain untouched as savings 
were sought. However, we 
were also adamant that 
savings should not come at the 
expense of frontline services. 

As such, we have - wherever 


possible - tried to make 
savings in areas that won’t 
have a knock-on affect for you 
or your family while channelling 
money into the services that 
matter most to you. 

In this article we’ll 
aim to shine a spotlight on 
some areas where savings 
have been made and how 
the Council is aiming to 
make sure every penny 
of your money counts. 

Office space 

Employing more than 2000 
members of staff means 
the Council’s biggest outlay 
is inevitably on its staff, 
covering everything from pay 
to pensions. Having to save 
money has sadly meant job 
losses across the board, 
along with a three-year pay 
freeze and changes to terms 
and conditions (contractual 
agreements relating to things 
like holidays, shift work and 


overtime) that have saved 
the Council some £2million - 
and stopped further job losses. 

The Council is also involved 
in an ongoing restructure 
which has so far seen a 
reduction in senior-level staff. 
This has resulted in savings 
for both the organisation 
and the taxpayer. 

Staffing costs 

After staffing, keeping Council 
buildings open, lit and heated 
is our next highest cost. With 
this in mind, the Council 
began reviewing its office 
space and where employees 
were located. 

While the Council owns 
several office buildings, it also 
rents other locations. The 
organisation’s mission has 
been to relocate staff to its own 
offices in order to drive down 
rental costs and ensure it has 
fewer buildings on its books, 
with more people in them. 


These moves have 
included transferring services 
from a rented property into 
the former one-stop-shop 
site on Leyton High Road 
and moving staff from Silver 
Birch House in Black Horse 
Road - a decision that will 
save the taxpayer some 
£850,000. 

Sharing staff and services 

Waltham Forest already 
shares services and 
members of staff with several 
other councils, including 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Enfield and Haringey. This 
means staffing costs can be 
split between organisations 
and that by sharing the costs 
of services or ‘bulk-buying’ 
them together prices can be 
driven down. 

This process is set to 
continue, with services 
and staff due to be shared 
with local housing provider 


Ascham Homes that should 
see savings of almost 
£ 200 , 000 . 

Comparing the market 

Like everyone else at the 
moment, Waltham Forest 
Council has been shopping 
around to make sure that 
it’s getting the best possible 
deals in everything it has to 
buy. In much the same way 
that you’d compare prices 
for a new laptop or phone 
plan, the Council has done 
its best to get the best deal 
for goods or services it buys 
in. For example this year’s 
budget should see savings of 
£300,000 on the cost of its 
network provider and another 
£300,000 on the cost of its 
printing contract. 

Bringing money in 

As well as making savings, 
the Council is also keen 
to find new funding 


opportunities to help offset 
government cuts. The 
Olympics have already 
brought in millions of pounds 
of investment for our streets, 
parks and shopfronts and the 
Council has also bid for more 
than £1 million of extra money 
to help frontline services cope 
with the additional strain 
of the Olympics. We are 
continuing to bid for money 
to improve community safety, 
and we are also doing what 
we can to help charities and 
community groups apply for 
external funding.

• From Monday 2 April your food and garden waste will be collected weekly instead 
of fortnightly over summer 

• Recycling all food and garden waste now even easier thanks to budget investment 


There’s good news for 
residents who want to 
recycle more because 
from Monday 2 April your 
brown wheelie bin will 
be collected every week, 
making it much easier for 
you to recycle all your food 
and garden waste. 

The Council understands 
that people don’t want to 
leave food waste sitting 
around during the summer 
months so until Friday 28 
September your brown 
wheelie bin collections will 
happen every week. This 
means there’s no excuse not 
to recycle your food waste as 
there is less chance of it giving 
off unpleasant smells. 

So next time you’re clearing 
leftovers from the kids’ 
plates or weeding the garden 
remember that these things 
should be recycled in your 
brown wheelie bin, and not 
thrown away in your 


black wheelie bin. Your 
brown bin will continue to be 
collected on the same day as 
it currently is. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes, Cabinet 
Member for Environment, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“Residents have always said 
they want to be able to recycle 
more and introducing weekly 
brown bin collections means it 
will be much easier to recycle 
all food and garden waste. 

“Not only is recycling food 
waste much better for the 
environment but it will also 
help the Council achieve the 
recycling targets set for us 
by government and save 
money by reducing the 


You can recycle: 

• All food, cooked or 
uncooked, except bones. 

• Fruit and vegetable peelings 
and plate scrapings. 

• Egg shells. 

• Tea bags and coffee grinds. 


amount of landfill tax the 
Council has to pay.” 

Allocating money to collect 
food and garden waste 
weekly over the summer is 
just one of the investments the 
Council has prioritised 
in this year’s budget and 
is a direct response to 
residents’ requests to be 
able to recycle more. 

You should put all food 
waste - except bones - and 
garden waste such as grass 
cuttings, leaves and plants 
in your brown bin. To help 
transfer food waste to your 
brown bin you can order 
a free ‘kitchen caddy’ from 
the Council. 


• Flowers. 

• Garden prunings and weeds. 

• Grass clippings. 

• Your brown bin will continue 
to be collected on the same 
day as it currently is. 


If you currently do not have 
a brown bin or kitchen caddy 
you can contact the Council to 
order one. Residents can also 
consider sharing a brown bin 
with a neighbour, just phone 
the Council to find out more. 

Brown, black and green 
wheelie bin collections will 
remain on your current days. 
All homes that could have 
a brown bin will be sent a 
leaflet explaining the weekly 
collections. 

And in another bit of good 
news, the Council has again 
stated its commitment to keep 
weekly collections of refuse 
and recycling and not change 
to fortnightly collections, as 
many other Councils have.

• Council offers residents unlimited free collections for large waste items 

• Just pick up the phone to arrange your collection 



Despite having to manage 
its budget very carefully, 
the Council is continuing 
to give residents what they 
asked for and is investing 


money in keeping Waltham 
Forest looking its best. 

Residents are reminded 
that there’s no need to 
fly-tip, hoard rubbish or make 


your front garden a dumping 
ground as the Council offers 
free unlimited collections for 
those items that can’t be 
binned, recycled or crammed 
in the boot of the car to be 
taken to the local tip. 

The bulky waste service is 
easy to use and also helps 
the Council save money 
because picking up waste 
via appointment is cheaper 
than sending a special team 
to clear away potentially 
dangerous fly-tipping. 

Bulky waste collections are 
organised on an area basis 
and can take place up to 
10pm Monday to Friday. The 


bulky collection service 
is not a house or garden 
clearance service and when 
booking your collection you 
will be asked to describe the 
items you want taken away.

Community that cares 

• Leytonstone teenager raises money for Great Ormond Street Hospital 

• Urussa Khan makes £850 donation to cleft lip and palate service 


We all know that times 
are hard at the moment, 
and for many people 
money is tight, but happily 
generosity for good 
causes and of spirit still 
thrives in Waltham Forest. 
One Leytonstone teenager 
has raised a significant 
amount for charity thanks 
to the help of her friends, 
neighbours and local 
businesses. 

Connaught School for Girls 
student Urussa Khan, 14, 
recently raised almost £850 
for Great Ormond Street 
Hospital for Children. Urussa 
decided that she wanted to 
raise money for the hospital’s 
cleft lip and palate service as 
she herself was treated for 
the condition at the hospital 
as a young child. 

Urussa told Waltham 
Forest News: “I was born 
in Tanzania in East Africa 
with a cleft palate. I came to 
England to have surgery at 


Great Ormond Street when I 
was very young, and the care 
they gave me was amazing. 

I wanted to give something 
back to the hospital.” 

Cleft lip and palate are 
birth defects that happen 
while a baby is developing in 
the uterus. During the sixth 
to tenth week of pregnancy, 
the bones and tissues of 
a baby’s upper jaw, nose, 
and mouth normally come 
together (fuse) to form the 
roof of the mouth and the 
upper lip. If the tissue in the 
developing mouth and the 
palate don’t fuse together 
a baby could be born with 
a cleft lip or cleft palate or 
both. Cleft simply means 
‘split’ or ‘separation’. The 
type and severity of the cleft 
can vary and it is not known 
what causes the condition. 

Urussa was inspired to raise 
money for the hospital after 
her aunt held a charity beauty 
evening in aid of cleft lip and 


palate charities. 

“My aunty held a ‘glitz 
and glamour’ evening and it 
made me think that I could do 
something to help out as well, 
said Urussa. 

“I decided I also wanted 
to raise money to show how 
much I care for other kids who 
are born with a cleft palate.” 

The fundraising began with 
events at Urussa’s school 
(Connaught School for Girls) 
with a sponsored non uniform 
day when pupils and teachers 
alike gave generously. 

Before Christmas the 
school’s carol singers and 
Urussa performed festive 
songs under the Christmas 
tree in Trafalger Square, 
taking donations from 
members of the public. And 
neighbours, local businesses 
and families also did their 
bits for Urussa’s fundraising 
efforts by making donations 
to her appeal. 

She presented a cheque 


for £831.45 to Great Ormond 
Street Hospital last 
month, with the hospital 
congratulating her for 
her hard work. 

Urussa said: “I would like to 
thank everyone who helped 
me raise such a large amount 
of money. I also want to thank 
my school and other pupils 
for supporting me, I really 
appreciate their help.” 

“Although being born with 
a cleft palate is rare it doesn’t 
mean you’re different or 
special, as I think we’re 
all special.”

Budget making a clean sweep 

• Keeping streets clean remains a key area of investment for the Council 

• Extra money found for jet washing and clearing pavements of gum 


Keeping the streets of 
Waltham Forest clean 
and looking their best is 
a major priority for the 
Council, and one that 
has seen significant 
investment in recent years. 

Money for additional 
street cleaning and other 
environmental work has 
been found both in this year’s 
Council budget and also 
from the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) to help keep 
the borough clean and tidy 
throughout the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games and beyond. 

Over £25,000 extra has 
been allocated in this year’s 
Council budget to jet wash 
pavements in the borough’s 
town centres to get rid of 
stubborn chewing gum and 


brighten up footways by 
removing grime and stains. 

Chewing gum that is stuck 
to pavements is incredibly 
difficult to remove, requiring 
the use of a purpose 
built machine and trained 
operators to get rid of the 
sticky menace. 

Jet washing steams and 
blasts gum off pavements - 
and gets rid of an eyesore 
that brings the look and feel 
of an area down. 

To help stop the blight 
of chewing gum-strewn 
pavements the Council has 
installed fifty special bins to 
help residents dispose of 
their gum and cigarette 
butts in a clean and 
hygienic manner. 

The chewing gum and 
cigarette butt bins were 


partly paid for by Kier Street 
Services as part of the 
‘Wiping out enviro-crime’ 
campaign, in an attempt 
to reduce the amount of 
chewing gum and cigarette 
butts dropped on the 
borough’s streets. The bins 
are attached to lampposts 


which makes it easy to 
dispose of your gum once 
you’re done with it. So 
there’s no excuse not to get 
rid of your cigarettes and 
gum in a responsible fashion. 

Funding of over half a 
million pounds from the ODA 
will also allow the Council 
to hire an extra 91 cleaning 


staff for the five weeks of the 
London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Staff will work between 
6am and 10pm seven days 
a week on the borough’s 
busiest streets and in parks 
and open spaces to make 
sure Waltham Forest is kept 


clean and tidy. 

This is on top of last year’s 
budget funding when an 
extra £500,000 was invested 
in street sweeping. 

Waltham Forest Council 
increased the frequency of its 
street sweeping in key areas 
and introduced ten weekend 
community cleaners known 


as the ‘Enviro-Crime Clean 
Team’ at weekends to tackle 
littering in areas which were 
previously only cleaned on 
weekdays. 

Cllr Clyde Loakes told 
Waltham Forest News: 
“People told us that one of 
their top priorities is clean 
streets. We have invested 
money to achieve our aim 
of making Waltham Forest 
one of the cleanest boroughs 
in London. 

“Our street cleaning is 
already of a high standard but 
we want to go this extra mile 
for residents and show them 
that we value our borough 
and want it to look good for 
everyone who lives here and 
everyone who visits. 

“We hope that by keeping 
the borough clean, we will 


encourage people to take 
pride in their surroundings 
and discourage the 
thoughtless, irresponsible 
minority from littering, 
fly-tipping and generally 
dumping their rubbish 
wherever they think it is 
convenient.” 

The Council has continued 
to fund the clean team in this 
year’s budget as the results 
have been so impressive.

Making sure vulnerable 
adults and older people 
are safe and get the help 
they need to go about 
their day-to-day lives is 
an issue the Council takes 
extremely seriously. 

From one-to-one advice 
and help to ensuring 
healthcare professionals and 
voluntary sector workers are 
clued-up when it comes to 
changes, the Council is hard 
at work trying to improve life 
for its older residents. 

As you will have read in the 
first few pages of this edition 
of Waltham Forest News, 
the Council is prioritising 
spending on the services 
residents rely on most. 

A key focus when it comes 
to looking after vulnerable 
people is to support their 
independence and prevent 
them falling into ill health 
and needing expensive 
long-term care. 

Winter health help 

While it seems like we’re in 
for a rather mild spring, early 


February’s unexpected cold 
snap served as a reminder 
that the country’s weather 
can be fickle and change 
almost instantaneously. 

A successful bid to the 
Department of Health 
brought in £44,000 for the 
Council to team up with the 
voluntary sector to prevent 
ill health throughout the 
winter months. One of the 
ways in which this money 
was spent was on Age UK 
Waltham Forest drop-in 
sessions, which offered 
senior residents help and 
information on how to keep 
well and warm during the 
winter months. The most 
recent of these, held on 15 
February at the Greenway 
Cricket Club in Wood Street, 
saw more than 50 residents 
pop in for advice, a chat 
and an assortment of handy 
freebies like ice grippers, 
slippers and warm clothing. 

Preventing ill health is 
vital as it allows people to 
maintain their independence 
by staying in their own 


homes, rather than needing 
residential or hospital care. 
This in turn saves money 
to spend on those with the 
greatest care needs. 

One major concern for many 
older residents is the high price 
of keeping their home warm, 
and this is something that the 
Council and its partners are 
keen to address. 

Personalisation 

A key theme both 
nationally and locally has 
been the move towards 
‘personalisation’ of services 
for adults and older people. 
This means giving people 
more control over the care 
and services they receive, 
ensuring they have the 
freedom to choose the 
support they want. 

The key change for local 
people was the introduction 
of individual budgets, where 
people are given budgets 
in order for them to decide 
how they want their care and 
support needs to be met. 

This move also means 


changes for healthcare 
professionals and those 
working in the voluntary 
sector. The Council 
has been doing its best to 
ensure that those working 
to ensure the safety, well¬ 
being and happiness of 
older residents have all the 
information they need to 
do their jobs properly. 

As such a series of 
personalisation roadshows 
have been held, with the 
next being at Chingford 
Assembly Hall (Station Road, 
E4 7EN) on Thursday 15 
March from 9.30am-1.30pm. 
Attendees will be able to 
find out about issues like 
mental health, dementia 
support, reablement, 
telecare and leisure 
opportunities. The roadshows 
are open to residents and 
workers. 

Budget decisions: making 

every penny count 

As with every area of the 
Council’s business, the Adults 
and Older People directorate 


has had to find savings and 
become more efficient. 

One example of this was 
the decision to cut out the 
middlemen when it comes to 
buying aids and equipment for 
elderly or disabled residents. 

By going direct to the supplier 
we will be able to buy life¬ 
changing equipment for local 
people while reducing costs 
for the taxpayer. 

Maintaining independence 

While some residents rely on 
the Council to provide them 
with comprehensive care, 
others may just need some 
time and help to get back to 
being their independent selves. 
The Council’s Reablement 
Support Team work with local 
health practitioners to help 
older residents who might 
have had an illness or an injury 
and need temporary support in 
their day-to-day lives. Offering 
therapy and practical help, the 
Reablement Support Team 
aims to help residents regain 
confidence and independence 
at a pace that suits them.
